The Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society's activity for the 
year 1976-1977 seemed to be a mirror image of Numismatic 
activity in general. Coin shows and clubs across the country 
are suffering from poor attendance. The member’ turnout at our 
Society has been worse than the previous year. We should impress 
old members with the value of participation, and also make the 
same effort with potential members. The membership conmittee 
has a vital function for the future of the organization. 


The low number of really active members makes the filling of 
officer positions and committee slots rather difficult. The 
continuation of our fine program schedule becomes somewhat 
stagnated when the majority of speakers repeat from year to 
year. The number of members attending meetings averages at 10. 
This makes it embarrassing for officers to invite non-member 
speakers to give programs before such a small group. Again the 
solution is in Support and emphasis of the membership drive. 


The Annual Coin Show concept was not carried through because of 
the inability to get a favorable lease for such a show; plus 
the lack lustre commercial atmosphere for such shows during 
the past year.

The upcoming year is one that is most significant to this 
Society and all members.
